WORKING rr UP IN THE MANUPACTURBS. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasurverom D. C., Dec. 14.—Mr. Burch- 
ard, the Director of the Mint, has devoted 
some space in his annual report to the uses 
to which the precious metals, gold and silver. 
are put in the United States other than the 
money function, One of the marvels that 
financiers are éndeavoring to explain is, 
what has become of the $200,000,000 of gold 
imported to and mined in the United States 
within the last two years. Notwithstanding 
the bankers say nobody wants more than 
$100,000,000 In gold, they have left the 
bank counters, disappeared from view, and 
have been absorbed into general circulation. 
A greater puzzle is what has become of the 
$13,000,000,000 of gold and silver estimated to 
have been produced in the worid since the 
discovery of America. Only a portion of it 
isin use as money, for Mr. Burchard, in his 
last report, after a very liberal assignment to 
France and India, finds less than $3,000,000,000 
of gold and $2,500,000,000 of silver in circula- 
tion, How much of the world’s stock of the 
precious metals is annually appropriated for 
other than the money use has been hereto- 
fore discussed. 

MR. JACOBS, 

in 1831, wrote a most exhaustive treatise on 
the subject. From his investigations at that 
time he estimated that the stock of specie 
in the world had become reduced to nearly 
$1,600,000,000, and that it was more than 
$300,000,000 less than it had been twenty 
years before. This calculation applies to the 
Western world. He estimated the consump- 
tion of gold and silver in the arts, manu- 
factures, and ornamentation to be about $28,- 
000,000 in Europe alone. Between 1830 
and 1875, according to Dr. Sochbaer, the 
world’s production of gold was $3,656,000,000 
and of silver $1,918,000,000, a total of more 
than five and a half billions, A comparison 
of the amount of gold produced in seventy- 
five years with the amount in circulation 
will show that not only 

ALL OF THE ORIGINAL STOCK OF GOLD 
in the Western world in 1880 disappeared 
from view, but that one-fourth of the subse 
quent productions has been applied to some 
use Other than that of coinage. A little 
over a year ago Mr. Burchard took 
up this investigation, and sent out 
a number of i circulars to men 
who were supposed to be using gold and 
silver in manufactures and the arts, and 
asked them for data. He has tabulated their 
replies, They show that 448 persons or firms 
have used in manufacturing about $1,500,000 
in United States gold coin and $180, 000 in 
silver coins, a total consumption of $5,848,000 
in gold coin and bullion and $2,600,000 in 
silver coin and bullion. From this and other 
data Mr. Burchard then estimated the total 
consumption of gold and silver for these 
purposes in the United States at 

TWELVE MILLIONS ANNUALLY, 
$7,000,000 gold and $5,000,000 silver. He has 
during the present summer continued the in- 
vestigation, and over 7,000 cireulars were 
sent out, and 1,381 replies have been received 
from persons or firms using gold in the man- 
ufactures and arts. Eleven hundred and sev- 
enty-two manufacturers of watches and 
jewelry report as used by them about 
$2,000,000 in United States gold coin 
and $104,000 in silver coin, in wateh- 
cases. and solid wares. Seventy-seven 
persons or firms report the use of $200,- 
000 in gold coin and $420,000 in silver coin, 
and, adding bullion, ete., a total of $1,200,000 
in gold and $1,817,000 in silver; or a total of 
$3,000,000. in goid-leaf and plated ware.

The bill makes tt un- 
lawful to import or introduce into the United 
States from foreign countries, or into any 
State or Territory, from any other State or 
Territory, any animal affected with a com- 
municative, infectious, or contagious dis- 
ease, except in accordance with rules and 
regulations adopted by the National Boardof 
Health, or any State or Territory, made in 
pursuance of said bill. It prohibits the sale 
of domestic animals affected with contagious 
diseases, such ag jung-plague,

of cattie, splenic or Texas cattle fever, foot 
and mouth disease, hog-cholera, ete., in vio- 
lation of the provisions of the bill. The bill 
directs the National Board of Health, or its 
Executive Committee, to report to the Presi- 
dent whenever any place in the United States 
is considered to be dangerously affected with 
an infectious disease of domestic ‘animals, 
and, upon public notice of such fact being 
given by the Président, the removal of such 
animals from such infected district is made 
unlawful, unless carried on in accordance 
with the rules and regulations made by the 
National Board ef Health. The bill also 
authorizes the National Board of Health 
to investigate and report on all dis- 
eases Of animals prevailing in the United 
States, or in countries from which the 
United States may import domestie animals 
for breeding or other purposes, and also to 
draft rules and regulations deemed neces- | 
sary to arrest er prevent the spread of in- 
fectious disease among domestic animals. It 
authorizes the National Board of Health to 
appoint veterinary supervisors, who shall be 
ex-officio members of the Board, together 
with other veterinary surgeons to act as in- 
spectors.

THE LIBRARIES, 
CROWDED. 
Bpectal Dispatch to The Chieago Tribune. 

New York, Dec. 14—The touches of cold 
weather this season have driven an unuspal- 
ly large number of people into the public 
libraries. Winter always has an inyigorat- 
ing effect upon readers, and the great read- 
ing halls which look so dreamy and uncom- 
fortable in summer are crowded then. How 
many persons use these privileges the public 
hardly realizes. According to the reports of 
the librarians of the various reading-rooms, 
the total number of monthly visitors, taking 
the Astor, Lenox, Cooper Union, Histor- 
ical Society, Apprertices’, Young Men's 
Christian Association, and Mercantile rooms 
into the reckoning is about 200,000. The et- 
fect of winter has been much greater this 
year than expected, and for the first time in 
many years there is a real wani of 
room. The spacious hall of the Cooper 
Union, which is the largest in New 
York, is hardly equal to the demand, 
and the completion of the addition to 
the Astor will be gladly welcomed by those 
whose idle hours come after 2 p. m.

About this season the daily attendance is 
near 4,000. Each of the large libraries near 
Astor place—the Mercantile and the Astor— 
has gradually attracted a special class of 
readers.

Advance Made in the Former Indus- 
try During the Last Few 


Years. —

GRINNELL, Ia., Dec. 14.— The seventh annual 
meeting ot the Iowa Pine- Stock Breeders’ As- 
sociation began in this city to-day, and will con- 
tinue three davs. representative stock- 
raisers and breeders of the State have always en- 


couraged these yearly gatherings, and this year’s 


attendance is the largest since the Association 
was formed. The live-stock interests in this 
State are represented by a class of farmers, 
many of whom are men of wealth, who hold 
these yearly gatherings for the purpose of ex- 
changing views and discussing questions of par- 
amount interest to the trade in general, and of 
equal importance to consumers in all parts of 
the ceuntry. 

The program of the three days’ session, as 
outlined by the officers of the Association, in- 
cludes no less than eighteen papers prepared by 
members, each to be followed by discussion, 
open to all who desire to air their views upon 
the matters brought to their attention. 


To-day’s arrivais number about spventy-five, | 


and the attendance will undoubted be largely 
increased to-morrow. The meetings are held in 
Stewart's Hall, on Broad street, where promptly 
at half-past 2 this afternoon the Association 
was called to order by the President, the Hon. J. 
B. Grinnell, of this city. 

{fAfter the appointment of the usual Commit- 
tees on Eurollment and Business, there being no 
ether preliminary matters, the order of business 
was at once taken up. 

IN HIS OPENING ADDRESS 

President Grimell welcomed the members of 
the Association on behalf of the people of the 
city. He referred to the gentiemen present as 
conservators of the public weal, who, during the 


past genoration, had placed themselves at the | 


head of the many States within whose limits the 
breeding and raising of cattle was made a spe- 


cialty. Iowa outranked them all, and the time | 


had come when the successful breeder needed 
not ony an artist's eye, but he must of ne- 
cessity be a financier whose knowledge 
placed him where bank failures and 
panics failed to disturdD his business 
compiacency or financial soundness. Besides 
caution, the breeder must have the patience of 
anangel. It was the business of a lifetime to 
patiently register the crosses and intercrosses, 
and then gradually aud conscientiously make 
up a herd book, which was the proof of his eare- 
ful endeavors to createarace of cattle whose 
beauty and symmetry, equaled by a reputation 
for increase, is the aim and end of every thorough 
breeder, The business of a stock-raiser was to 
PROTECT HIS INTEREST. * 
He needed such protection against many impo- 
sitions, which the speaker illustrated by calling 
attention to the inroads upon the sheep-foilds of 
the State by prowling dogs, who deprived the 
people of hundreds of snowy fleeces annually. 
Iowa cattle and horses had acquired not only a 
National but a European reputation, and with 
all the untold resources of their giorious State 
the stockmen had become acknowledged gentie- 
men and benefactors of their race. 

The address was listened to with rapt atten- 
tion, and heartily applauded at its close. 

Mr. Fitch B. Stacey, of Staceyville, Secretary 
of the Association, then read the minutes of the 
last annual meeting, which were approved. 

The first paper of the day was “Sheep on 
tae Farm,” which was read by the Secretary in 
the absence of the writer, Mr. L. G. Ireland, of 
Sibley, Osceola County. The paper was chiefly 
remarkable in that the writer insisted that in 
raising sheep the stockmen could make double 
the profit as compared with any other kind of 
stock, eepetialily horned cattle. In the opinion 
of the writer no country had. or ever would, 
enter into competition with American sheep- 
breeders. He doubted the truth of the assertion 
that it was not profitable to raise Cotswolds, but 
qualified his remark somewhat by 

ADVISING JUDICIOUS CROSSES ; 
on the Cotswold breed, claiming that by doing 
so the wool, while not quite so fine, would always 
yield a larger quantity. The writer believed the 
average Iowa farm not only a good sheep range, 
but that the stockmen could by careful breed- 
ing make more money in the sheep trade than 
in any other. 

Mr. A. J. Biakely, of Grinnell, led the discus- 
sion on the paper. He was in accord with the 
writer as to the profit to the sheep-raiser, and 
was from personal experience convinced that 
the Merino were the best wool sheep.

of interest. The bill as amended by the 
Committee provides for an issue of bonds not 
exceeding $500,000,000, redeemable after 
twenty years and running forty years, and for 
notes amounting to $200,000.000, redeemable 
after two years and running ten, both secu- 
rities bearing 8 per cent interest. 

The number of amendments proposed in- 
dicates how wide a difference there fs in the 
House as to the terms of refunding. Mr. 
Kelley’s proposition is that there shall be an 
issue of Treasury notes to the amount of 
$400,000,000, payable after July, 1882, and of 
bonds to the amount of $227,000,000, payable 
after July, 1885, all at 8 per cent interest. 
This proposition conforms in part with the 
theory of the Administration that the present 
plethora in the money market will enable the 
Government to negotiate 3 per cent securities 
running a short time more readily than those 
of longer duration. ‘This impression is based 
upon the presumption that capitalists 
do not apprehend a prolonged period of low 
interest, and would rather invest their money 
at the proposed low rate for a short term of 
years than to tie it up at that rate for a long 
or practically indefinit period. This is cer- 
tainly a reversal of the usual course, but 
may have some force in the present 
abnormal condition of monetary affairs. 
The Committee’s bill, however, provides a 
reasonable allowance for’ such a sentiment 
among capitalists by authorizing $200,000,- 
000 of Treasury notes, which shall be re- 
deemable at the pleasure of the Government 
after two years and become payable at tlie 
end of ten years. 

The other proposed amendments were for 
the most part utterly idiotic. The Greenback 
theory was represented by Gillette’s proposi- 
tion, which contemplates the actual payment 
of the bonds as they mature. To accomplish 
this he would begin the coinage of silver 
dollars to the utmost capacity of the mints, 
start anew the manufacture of legal-tender 
Government notes, substitute the latter for 
National-bank notes, pay out ‘the greenbacks 
for the bonds, or use them to buy silver for 
that purpose, and then raise a tax 
of 3 per cent on all incomes over $1, 500, 
and 2 per cent additional on all incomes over 
$3,000,—all to be devoted to the payment of 
maturing bonds. The main purpose of this 
suggestion would be to flood the country 
again with unconstitutional, irredeemable, 
and worthless scrip, to prepare the way for 
the practical repudiation of the debt by con- 
verting interest-bearing securities into non- 
interest-bearing securities, and in the end to 
run down their value to nil. Naturally 
incidental to such a scheme would 
be a tax upon the thrift and in- 
dustry of the country as levied upon 
incomes. Another lunatic proposed to 
make the new securities subject to taxation 

| the same as any other property. As the tax- 
| ation would probably be equal to the interest 
which it is proposed to pay, this would be 


equivalent to asking capitalists to exchange

GRaNf WHITE’S ATTACK UPON THE 
PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 

Mr. Richard Grant White has contributed 
apaper tothe North American Review, in 
which he pronounces very dogmatically that 
the public-school system of the United States 


is afailure. He claims that there is not one 


of our institutions so unworthy of either 
confidence or pride; and that the case is 
worse than that of mere failure, for the re- 
sult has been deplorable and threatens to be 
disastrous.”” This sweeping denunciation is 
then supplemented by specifications equally 
sweeping, of which the following are a sum- 
mary: 


The only valid excuse for educating all chil- 
dren by a tax on all property—which in 1870 re- 
quired an aggregate expenditure of $64,000,000 in 

| the States—is that this general education 

essens crime, the cost of which, without the 
public schools, would exceed their cost; that

A writer, himself educated, and indebted 
to his education for his moral status, and for 
whatever degree of success in life he has 
reached, who can sit down, and, in the face 
of existing facts, coolly make such unwar- 
ranted assumptions as the above, and declare 


a bad mechanic or bad farmer or general 
workman, and takes away from the value of 
industrial pursuits, and henceis an injury, 
very nearly writes himself down in the ani- 
mal category where Dogberry so strenuously 
demanded he should be inscribed. Richard 
Grant White may be a very good Shak- 
spearean scholar, an astute musical critic, 
and an ingenious and subtle investigator of 
words and their uses, but when it comes to 
education In the public schools and its effect 
upon the moralities and industries of the 
country, his sereed plainly shows that the 
subject is too large for him, and that while a 
writer may utter a great deal of truth onone 
topic he may utter a great deal of bosh upon 
another. 

Mr. White is not alone defective in his 
reasoning and superficial in his statements, 
but he is thogoughly impractical. Like Mr. 
Watterson, seems to lack the scientific 
faculty and discernment of facts, figures, and 
statistics. “Public farms and public work- 
shops, to train in them its future citizens to 
get their own living honestly and respectably, 
would be a better Government system of 
education for good citizenship than the pub- 
lic schools,“ says Mr. White; but how is the 
Government to take fifteen millions of c)il- 
dren and place them on Government farms 
and in Government workshops? If this be 
Mr. White’s remedy, he certainly should 
have shown how this colossal undertaking 
can be accomplished, ‘‘ The public schools 
do not lessen crime,“ says Mr. White. How, 
then, does it happen that the great bulk of 
crime and of pauperism, and the great bur- 
den upon public and private charity, grow out 
of the lower and more ignorant strata of 
society? How is it that in New England, 
New York, Ohio, Michigan, and Illinois 
farmers are, as a rule, well educated, and 
that the best educated are always the best 
farmers? Our schools may not give enough 
education, or they may not always give the 
best kind or quality, but these are defects 
that can be remedied; and there has never 
been a time when the remedies were being ap- 
plied more intelligently than now. Igno- 
ranceis always weakness, and this maxim 
alone is a sufficient answer to Mr. White’s 
entire argument. The bettera man is edu- 
cated the more control he gains over the 
forces of Nature in his struggle for life, and 
the better one generation is educated the 
further it outstrips its immediate predecessor 
in the race. The intelligent and educated 
farmer manures his fields, tile-draing his 
land, improves his roads, his buildings, and 
his live stock, He knows how to make labor 
go farther and produce more, and to secure to 
him not only the necessities but the comforts 
of life, which ignorant boors never can have. 
If Mr. White wants to know the results of 
education on farming, let him examine the 
exterior and interiorof the homestead of an 
intelligent as compared with that of an ig- 
norant farmer. Where one has to earn his 
living by the hard work of his muscles and 
sinews, the other accumulates a fortune by 
the use of labor-savying machines and im- 
proved methods. The farmers of this ‘coun- 
try are ahead of the farmers of other coun- 
tries because they arebetter educated. Those 
parts of the United States are the most suc- 
cessful where education most prevails, and, 
vice verea, the poorest and least successful 
where education is least diffused—to-wit. : 
in the South. It would be as sensible to say 
that sunshine and warmth are less beneficial 
to vegetation than clouds and cold, as that 
the diffusion of education is not beneficial.

THE IRISH cn. = 

In seeking to arrive at an intelligent and 
impartial understanding of the present crisis 
in Ireland, it should constantly be borne in 
mind dy Ameriean readers that nine-tenths 
of the dispatches come from reporters work- 
ing for the columns of landlord newspapers, 
giving only the landlord side of the question. 
Dublin swarms with the representatives of 
English newspa which are ‘nearly all 
devoted to the ords, who send their 
one-sided statenjents to London, and these 
in turn are transmitted to this country by 
cable. The side of the Irish people and the 
merits of their cause are not reported. Their 
injustice, their sufferings, their oppressions 
are kept in the background, or are only 
partially told. It is a repetition of what we 
have seen in our own country in the days of 
Southern slavery, as well as in the later era 
of terrorism and bulidozing practiced upon 
the negroes. The slaves of former days and 
the freedmen of our time have never had the 
benefit of the full, true story of their wrongs 
and sufferings told to the world. The slave- 
holder and the ‘bulldozer have suppressed 
the real facts, Just as the English landiords 
are doing in the case of the Irish tenant- 
farmers. 

None the less the truth now and then 


comes out and we can get at the real con- 


dition of affairs. First of all, itis becoming 
very apparent that the British Government 
is resolved upon the most stringent coercion. 
But how is coercion going to ameliorate the 
condition of the oppressed people? How is 
the Government going to compel the tenants 
to associate with their brutal evictors? How 
is it going to punish one man for accepting 
advice from another man not to pay rack- 
rent, for this is the primal offense of the 
Irish tenants? What penalties can it inflict 
for refusal to pay rack-rents, for refusal to 
work for the Boycotts of lreland, or for re- 
fusal to obey the orders of landiords? By 
what machinery of law is the Government to 
inflict penalties for private opinions and for 
social likes and dislikes? It would be just 
as consistent if our own Government should 
enforce penalties upon trades-unions for 
non-association with those outside their 
membership, or for refusing to work at wages 
they did not believe to be sufficient. 

It is also apparent that there fs 4 crisis in 
Irish affairs, that the Land League is rapidly 
bringing things to a head, and that the Brit- 
ish Government has a job on its hands which 
will require more than its customary brutal- 
ity and ability to settle. And what is it all 
about? What is it that has thrown the clubs 
and the political cliques into such excite- 
ment and has plunged the Government itself 
into such throes of passion and denuncia- 
tion? Simply that the Irish people are taking 
steps no longer to submit to the payment of 
double rents and exist in a state of chronic 
starvation in order that a few thousand ab- 
sentee alien families shall enjoy an eternal 
picnic.

restore “ the reign of law.“ From the very com- 
mencement of the agitation in this country for 
reform in the land laws the landlords have uni- 
tormiy and steadily resisted all change. For 
years and — they opposed even the demand 
for com pensation for tenant in respect of bis 
improvements. They would tolerate no altera- 
tion whatever of the land system. It was in 
their eyes perfection, aithough the evidences 
of its working lay open to the ken of every 
Observer in the expatriation or starvation of 
millions of people and in the beggary and ruin of 
nearly as many other buman beings. Ita pears 
that they are “of the same opinion still.“ In 
this latest landlord pronouncement every one of 
the various remedies su by the agitators 
for the — K — the agrarian situation 
is reject

prietary are all dismissed as unjust or ag Sgt 
ent. All the old arguments Against ¢ac 
those * nostrums," as they are called. are revised 
and thrown once more into the face of the pub- 
lic. Very well; if the landlords will give or ae 
no quarter they can hardly be surprised if t 
reply should be that they must not expect — 
from the Irish people. 

It is only within a few years that the Irish 
have enjoyed sufficient mental illumination 
to see the remedy for their woes or to put 
forth a cogent argument in behalf of their 
rights. A new generation of Irishmen, 
reared in the National schools and colleges, 
is in the field, wiser, more intelligent, more 
thoughtful, and consequently more coura- 
geous and active than their predecessors. It 
is this class which is giving the English Gov- 
ernment so much trouble. Forty years ago 
the present Land League could not have been 
organized. The masses then couldn’t read 
and write. They couldn’t spread their griev- 
ances before the world. They couldn’t offer 
remedies for the injustice of their case. They 
felt the full torture of their oppression and 
their poverty, but they were too ignorant to 
formulate a remedy. But the National 
schools and colleges have educated a class of 
men with broader horizons, and given them 
larger and clearer views and with the ability 
to throw light upon their situation. They 
understand their case. They see that Home 
Rule, Fenianism, Disestablishment, and other 
modes of relief hitherto proposed, are of little 
practical account. They know that Irelandis 
overshadowed by a monstrous evil—irre- 
pressible landlordism—that is checking in- 
dustry, killing out labor, and depriving the 
people of their very existence, and they have 
had the courage to apply the remedy. The 
English Government may suspend its writ 
of habeas corpus, it may increase its legion 
of sples and informers, it may fill Ireland 
with its troops, but it cannot put down this 
great trades-union of 600,000 heads of fam- 
ilies, it cannot prevent Boycotting, it cannot 
reimpose its cruel fetters upon these people, 
nor reénslave them, for not only is it opposed 
by a Land League, but the English people 
themselves are arising to a senseof the in- 
justice with which Ireland is treated, and 
they will demand concessions that will have 
to be made, just as they have already made 
concessions that would not have been made 
even a year ago. If the Land League handles 
itself wisely one of two results it must obtain, 
—either a new land system or an entire non- 
payment of rent. If the English Govern- 
ment is Wise, it will grant this new system, 
or it will find itself condemned by every na-

THE ORPHANS. 


ANNUAL MEETING OF THE PROTESTANT OBPHARN 
ASYLUM. 

The thirty-first annual meeting of the Trustees 
and Directresses of the Protestant Orphan Asy- 
lum was held last evening, President Seeberger 
in the char. 

The Recording Secretary's report showed that 
Dec. II. 1878, there were 128 children in the in- 
stitution and that 233 had since been admitted, 
of whom 203 had been sent to homes and 21 
had died. The report further showed that the 
children had been given educational advantages 
and opportunity to attend Sunday-school, and 
had been generally well cared for. 

The Financial Secretary's report showed that 
the receipts for the year in cash had been 

7,821, of which $3,731 was from the Matron on 
account of board, and $3,445 from Miss Blake. 
the Solicitor, beside the contribution of sup- 
plies of various kinds. 

The Secretary's report covered the history of 
the institution fur five years, and called 
especial attention to the difficulty expe- 
rienced in indenturing children, citing a 

case in which -a child had been 
identured and subsequently reclaimed by the 
foster mother, and the Secretary was instructed 
to draw up a new form of indenture bianks 
which would cover the difficulty. 

The Solicitor, Miss Blake, in her re- 
turned thanks to Tun Tripunz for favors ex- 
tended, and also to the various railroads, and 
set forth that she had traveled about 10,500 miles 
during the year at an expense of $86, receiving 
in contributions of various kinds over $6,000.

Orator Hill remarks that the people of this 
city demand a pavement that is economical, 
comfortable, and heaithy.” Exactly so! And 
it is for these specific reasons that the best in- 
formed citizens now demand that wood be 
discarded altogether as a paving material 
and some well t and approved 
material be substituted therefor. It is now a 
matter of mathematical demonstration that 
wood is the costliest of all paving material: that 
it makes the most unhealthy of all pavements no 
sane man doubts, and, so far as our past experi- 
ence goes, it makes the most comfortless of all 
roadways, not excepting cobblestone or country 
corduroy. If any citizen wants ocular evidence 
of the durability of cedar blocks, we can show 
him a four-year-old — in this city as 
rotten as Denmark. It requires but from one 
to two years’ wear to “cobble” the surface of 
a round-block pavement so as to render it about 
as rackety as an old-fashioned cobblestone 


pave. 

Wooden blocks absorb and retain not only the 
surface water and filth, but also the solar heat, 
and return the same by vaporization up into our 
breathing reservoir, charged with the death- 
dealing oxide gases with which to inflate our 
lungs and purify our biood. 

We have in the heart of our city, and on most 
of our best inhabited streets, something like a 
mile square of wooden pavement infiltered with 
the vilest of excrement,—in cold obstruction 
rotting, and loading our atmosphere with the 
well-known product of vegetable decomposi- 
tion and physical excrement,—deadly m a 
and spores of all types of typhoid disease. 

I venture that Health Officer De Wolf, as well 
as every expert professor of medical science in 
this city, will tell you that the corruption bred 
of our wood pavements is productive of more 
disease and death every year than results from 
any one ific cause ides. 

Yet, in full view of these fatal facts, the C.

The opening of the States General took place 
on the 5th of May, 1789, and might, in one sense, 
be regarded as the commencement of the Revo- 
lution. When organized into the National As- 
sembiy, it was in respect of numbers, talent 
statesmansbip, eloquence, patriotism, blood, and 
birth. one of the most celebrated and imposing 
reunions of men that the world had ever seen. 
The great figure was Mirabeau, who had thrown 
himself into the Revolution with all the weight 
of his audacity and genius. When he entered 
the body at its opening all eyes were fastened 
on him, anda murmur ran through the ball. 
Hig enormous bead, with its shaggy hair; 
hig frightful face. all pitted with small-pox; 
his look full of audacity and grandeur, drew 
upon him the gaze of all, for in him was pre- 
sented the grand voice of Revolutionary France. 
His labors at that time were incredible. He 
mastered all questions of legislation, finance, 
diplomacy, war, religion, political economy, im- 

ts, taxes. At the tribune he was torsibte by 
is.eloquence and his power, but, stepping down, 
he was without virtue and without shame. Ruled 
by insatiable desire, he was under the influence 
of every passion. Such was the devouring activ- 
ity of his mind that 
No danger daunted, and no labors tired,” 

Seized by a fatal illness, the news spread 
quickly all over Paris, and created a great and 
undefinabie emotion. All parties, all conditions, 
ali opinions, pressed before his door to inquire 
as to his condition. He died on the morning of 
the 2d of April, 1791, and the whole people were 
plunged in grief. Funerai eulogies were every- 
where pronounced, the theatres were closed, 
amusements were interdicted, and a ball which 
seemed to insult the public grief was broken off. 
He was buried on the 4th of April, with a pomp 
and pageantry never before witnessed, and his 
remains deposited in the Panthenon. 

AFTER LONG DELAYS 

and great disputes, the States-General was 
finally organized as the National Assembly. At 
this time all France was in a state of supreme 
agitation, and, though the Nafional Assembiy 
decree after decree in the interest of 
ublic liberty, the public ferment was on the 
nerease. The Court, depending on the army, 
was undisturbed and utterly unprepared for the 

storm that was about to break over Paris.

At-The Crop a Success in Western 
Kansas. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune, 

LARNED, Kas., Dec. 12.—I have just read the

The rate was soon 
pushed up ®& M per cent premium, the equiva- 
lent of 81 per cent. per annum; the effect was 
visible in the price of foreign exchange more 
plainly than in the stock quotations, which re- 
fused to yield. Stringent money, however, 
acted as a deterrent to buying, and the market 
was dull. Still. there were some notable 
advances. Alton opened 1% higher, at 140%, 
and went up on a few transactions 
to 143%. More marked was the movement 
in C., C., C. & L. which began at 83%, declined to 
8314, and closed at u. A 5 per cent dividend 
in February is said to be assured on this stock; 

4% per cent bas bebn bid in Cleveland for it. 
Wabash was weak, declining from u to 42% for 
the common, and from 81 to 80% for the pre- 
ferred. Coal stocks were firm. Delaware & 
Hudson sold at 90, but closed without any ad- 
vance at 80%. Lackawanna made %, to 104%, 
and Jersey Central &. to 789%. Union Pacific 
fluctuated between 107% and 107, closing at 107%, 
a decline of . Omaha preferred made &. to 
soy. Northern Pacific preferred lost %, to

In telegraph stocks. Western Union opened at 
81%, sold at 834, and closed at A. an advance 
of M. American Union opened with a gain of 
216, at 786, rose to 74, and closed at 73%. There 
was some good buying of both stocks, but no 
sign was vouchsafed to the hungry crowd 
of outsiders by which to tell whether the time 
had come to jump in and buy. 

Money became easier at the close, when it was 
1-32 per cent premium, but the easier rates did 
not stimulate the market. Those who own stocks 
now seem determined to keep them regardiess 
of the manipulation of the money market, while 
the public are waiting till the bugbear of strin- 
gent money is out of the way before purchasing. 
One of the rumors in circulation about Iron 
Mountain was that Gould had bought 45,000 
shares of the stock. 

The weakness of American District Telegraph 
Company stock is probably due to the appear- 
ance of arival—the Mutual District Telegraph 
Company. This has been itheorporated for similar 
purposes. The new company will have an advan- 
tage, its President says, over the American Com- 
pany, as the latter has to pay dividends ona 
capital of $2,000,000, and in order to do 60 
charged a rental for its instruments, while the 
new company would have to pay dividends on a 
capital of only $250,000, and could afford to put 
in its instruments free of rent.

Posted rates for Paris were 5% for sixty days 
and 522% for sight. Sixty-day commercial bills, 
prompt delivery on Havre, 53244@531\, and Mar- 
seilies 531% @531\%. Sixty-day commercial bills 
on Antwerp, deliverable prompt, were 533)%@ 
531%: three weeks the same. Bankers’ bills on 
Germany were Hor sixty days and 9444 for 
demand; sixty-day commercial bills, prompt, 
92%.@931;; and for three weeks’ delivery, the 
same. Bankers’ guilders on Holland were 30% 
for sixty days and 40 for demand; sixty-days’ 
commercial were 30099 5-16. Austrian florins, 
41%; Norway, Sweden, and Denmark, 294%. Sup- 
ply of bills good in Chicago, mainly against ship- 
ments of provisions. 

The London Timea of Dec. 1 states that more 
gold is likely to be shipped to New York; but is 
uncertain to what extent. On the one side our- 
rency is expected shortly to flow back from the 
West to the centres; while, on the other, we 
have in addition to the large purchases of 
United States. securities of late two or three 
large new issues of bonds such as the Northern 
Pacifie Railway scheme which has been revived, 
threatening, the Times says, to keep us under 
indebtedness beyond what we may be able to 
discharge in the ordinary commercial de alings.”’ 

November trade returns for the Port of New 
York, just compiled, show a decrease of 811. 
627,439 in the value of importations as compared 
with November last year, and a gain of $4,508,305 
in aggregate exports. Of merchandise exciu- 
sively the exports exceeded the imports by 
$4,637.298, though with specie and mer- 
chandise combined the importations were 

$4,001,479 ahead. The total of merchandise 
entered at the port is smaller than for any single 
month since September, 1879, and the exports of 
merchandise aiso fall below those for either of 
the previous eight months of the current year. 
During the eleven months just ended, the total 
importations reach 8402. 100.929. of which §433,- 
093,380 was merchandise and $59,007,649 specie. 
Compared with the corresponding period last 
year, merchandise shows a gain of $132,002,844 
and specie a decrease of $18,437,141, leaving a 
net gain of $113,505,708 in the aggregate imports. 
Comparing with 1878, we find an increase of $40,- 
475,680 in specie and $171,033,530 in merchandise. 
The total of exports since Jan. 1 ($388,510,848) 
is larger than for any entire previous year. All 
but $7,702,310 was merchandise, and of the $380,- 
808,538 representing the latter, no less than §373,- 
336,431 is credited to domestic produce. 

Chicago bank clearings were 000. Coun- 
try orders for currency were réported rather 
heavier than they have been for a day or two 
previous. New York exchange was sold between 
banks at 50c per $1,000 discount. Loans were 
fairly active at 506 per cent on call and 6@7 per 
cent on time, with some small transactions at 8 
per cent.

ities (d its and circulation) are decreased 
only $23, ,—~a discrepancy which indicates 
the receipt of about $2,000,000 in National-bauk 
notes; this discrepancy occurs wholly between 
the two last statements. The total average re- 
serves for the week—specie and legai-tender— 
are reported at $66,513,100, or $960,250 less than 
the amount held at the same date in 1879, and an

The Bill of Rights of the State Constitution as- 
sorts, asthe sentiment of the people, that every 
person “ ought to obtain by law, right and justice 
freely, and without being obliged to purchase it, 
compietely and without denial, promptly and 
without delay.” The provision of law that a per- 
son who, on account of injury done him, wants 
to swear out a warrant before a Justice of the 
Peace for the arrest of the aggressor, shall not 
have to pay the Justice any fee therefor, is to 
carry into effect to a certain extent the above- 
quoted provision. 

Notwithstanding this, a number of the 
Justices who deal out the law in homeopathic 
doses in tne County of Cook have seen fit to take 
advantage of the ignorance of those who seck 
their aid, and have puta price upon warrants 
issued in criminal cases. The Constables, taking 
the hint from tbeir superiors, have also defied 
the statutes of the State of Illinois by charging 
a fee for serving these warrants. Yesterday 
afternoon a TRIBUNE reporter called on the 
South and West Side J of the Peace to 
ascertain their practice in this matter.

The 
nventory as fiied by the two executors and ap- 
proved at the same time shows property mak- 
ing a total of $45,000, as follows: Cash in bank, 
$6,163.57; promissory notes, 521.250; insurance 
policy, $2,000; real estate, consisting of lot and 
two frame houses corner of Eilis and Lake ave- 
nues, from. $20,000 to $25,000. 

Aug. 10, 1875, Jacob Rehm filed his petition 
praying to be excused as an executor, alleging 
us his reason therefor that his private business 
needed all of bis attention. His petition was 
granted Nov. 5 of the same year, and the follow- 
ing voucher recorded, which relieves him of all 
responsibility in the matter:

Aft or 
accounting for various small claims allowed 
and paid, and passing to the minors’ estate, the 
award of $1,060, and paying Alice C. Irvin her 
children’s award of $415, the account is balanced 
with the entry, By balance due the estate in 
the bands of Charles H. Reed, $6,603.08.

shortly afterwards and told him that Mr. Reed 
was engaged in the United Sjates Court, and he 
had not replied to his (Young's) letter. 

Yesterday morning a Deputy Sheriff executed 
a writ of attachment while Mr. Reed was en- 
gaged in the United States Court, and brought 
him over to the Probate Court. Mr. Young was 
very busy at the time Mr. Reed 
came in, and soon afterward went into 
Court and asked tor time until _ this 
morning, which was refused. The Deputy Sheriff 
had Mr. Reed in custody in Mr. Young's office 
until 2:30 o'clock. Mr. Young went to dinner 
and when be returned he went into Court and 
was told by Judge Knickerbocker that he had 
ordered Deputy Sheriff Eastman to execute 
the writ.

ANOTHER EFFORT FOR A WRIT. 

When Mr. Gibbons returned to the jail and 
communicated the unwelcome news that Ju 
Biodgett had declined to issue the habeas corpus, 
Mr. Reed made himself as comfortable as possi- 
ble in the private office of the jail. He did not, 
however, relish the idea of staying there ali 
night. There were with him Gen. Mann and 
Mr. Givens when a TRIBUNE reporter dropped in 
early inthe evening. Mr. W. 8. Young, Jr., one 
of his counsel, came in afterwards, and the 
situation was talked over in all its . In 
their opinion Judge Biodgett’s refusal did not 
exhaust all means of relief. for there remained 
the Judges of the Circuit and Superior Courts. 
Mr. Young drew up a petinon for a writ 
of habeas corpus, setting forth in brief that Mr. 
Charies H. Reed was held in cust for an 
alleged contempt of court, and that he had been 
—— in durance by the Hon. J. C. Knicker- 

ocker, Judge of the Probate Court, and was 
then deprived of his liberty by being held in 
the custody of the Sheriff of Cook County. He 
asked for the writ on the ground that Judge 
Knickerbocker had issued an order upon 
Charies H. Reed commanding him to make a 
report of his doings in a certain estate of which 
he was administrator, in May last, and the time 
for that return not having been extended, the 
Court lost ‘jurisdiction and therefore had no 
power to commit for contempt.

He would have made out the report yes- 
terday, but the Court would give him no chance 
to do it. He would now prepare and present his 
report forthwith. He had nothing to say as to 
the action of Judge Knickerbocker in the prem- 
ises, except that it was arbitrary toa degree, as 
be thought, unnecessarily barah. So far as he 

(Reed) was concerned, he was not at all afraid of 

the result. 

JUDGE KNICKERBOCKER’S VIEWS. 


A reporter half an hour later communieated 
=e news to Judge Knickerbocker at his front 

oor. 

“ What are the grounds?” asked the Judge in 
an interested way. That he was an attorney?’ 

“That's one of them; that he is an attorney, 
and. as such, is exempt under the statutes from 
arrest while returning to and from court.” 

“i had no knowledge of his being engaged in 
court. Mr. Reed has not been in my Court for a 
year, except under attachments. e fact that 

© was engaged in a case was not mentioned to 
me, When | asked him what reason he had for 
not rendering this account, he said it was partly 
because he hud been busy in trying cases, partly 
because he bad been sick, and partly because 
of his negligence. After the order had been 
made and delivered to the Sheriff to commit 
him, one of his counsel said that was en- 
gaged ina case in court. I told him I had no 
knowledge of that.“ 

“The other ground, Judge, is that the rule 
wns issued in May last, has not been e 
and that your jurisdiction over him, therefore, 
no longer exists.” 


“What views, Judge, as to Judge 
Anthony's ji adic or want of jurisdiction 
in the matter ?” : 

“ That is a matter about which I da nat care 


said he demanded no regular fee for criminal 
warrants, knowing that he had no legal right to 
do so, but if a person offered him a fee he took 
it with the full consciousness of having earned 
it. Very often he was occupied three or four 
days on a criminal case and never received any 
payment for his time. He thought this was 
wrong, and he hoped the next Legisiature would 
do something to remedy it. 

JUSTICE PRINDIVILLE 
said he generally made a charge of $2 when he 
issued a criminal warrant,—$1 for himself and 
$1 for the Constable. However, if any one ever 
madean objection to this charge he would take 
no fee at all. He thought the Justices should be 
paid something for their time when trying a 
criminal case, as it often took days and some- 
times weeks, and he believed all the Justices 
made a practice of charging as he did. 

JUSTICE MEECH 

was just collecting $1 from a wronged individual 
who had applied for a warrant as the reporter 
entered his office. When questioned about it, he 
held that his charge was perfectly legal, and 
was authorized and fixed by the statute, as fol- 
lows: Making out complaint, 35 cents; 
warrant, 25 cents; docketing case, 15 cents; 
tinal disposition, 15 cents; total, $1. He said if 
the complaint was made out and brought to 
him to sign, there would be no such charge. 
His Constables always took a fee of $1, if not 
more. 

Justice Brown declared he never made any 
charge for a criminal warrant. The Constables 
in his office make it a point always to get all 
they can. 

JUSTICE BRAYTON 
said he did not cater for criminal business, as it 
did not , but he did not usually charge for a 
crimi warrant when he issued one. Ifthe 
complaining witness appeared to be in good 
faith he never demanded any fee, but very often 
u man tried to use a criminal warrant in the col- 
lection of a bili by intimidation, or something of 
that sort, and in such cases he asked for a fee. 
The demand usually scared off the plaintiff. 
THE CONSTABLES 


have no regular fees in these cases,and they 

erty | fix their figures according to the 
ength of their patron's pocketbook, taking all 
they can get. ery often theyare paid $5, and 
even $10, to serve a warrant. 

From the indications it would appear that 
that clause in the statutes ore the regu- 
lar and legal fees of a Justice of the Peace had 
been totally disregarded by some of the disci- 
ples of the blind goddess who oconpy “one- 
story backs In this eity. Hereafter it will be 
well for ail persons who have suffered a wrong 
at the hands of a fellow- man. and who seek re- 
dress in the Justice shops.“ to consult the law 
before they place themselves in the hands of 
either Justice or Constable. 

As things now stand, it is too often the case 
that a person who has been assaulted or robbed, 
and who has not enjoyed that measure of pro- 
tection which the laws guarantee to all, and 
which others do possess, is compelied, in order 
to secure redress, to buy it of Justice and of 
Constable. It is curious that a man who has 
been robbed of all be has should be forced to 
borrow a couple of dollars to buy justice, or else 
have to submit to his loss. Yet such things have 
happened.
